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ASSISTANTS HEAR HISTORY OF ADVERTISING

With Mr. J. Marshall, Drug 
Department, in the chair as 
President for this year’s activ¬ 
ities, the Assistants’ Associa¬ 
tion met for dinner in the Grill 
Room Monday, Sept. 9. Sup¬ 
porting Mr. Marshall (shown 
left) at the head table were 
Mr. J. Leighton.

Mr. J. Bruce, City Advertising, gave a very 
interesting talk on the history of advertising, 
sparked by numerous witty anecdotes and ex¬ 
amples. Advertising, said the speaker, was 
derived from words meaning “turn toward" 
—that is, attract interest and attention. In 
the ruins of Pompeii were found advertising 
messages about runaway slaves, and the an¬ 
cient Carthaginians used to land on shore and 
attract the natives by fires to come and trade. 
(Query—the origin of fire sales?—Ed.) 

Advertising by the printed word goes back 
to the 1600’s. The value of truth in advertis¬ 
ing was stressed by the speaker, who also 
pointed out that the question “Who Pays for 
Advertising?" is fully answered by the fact 
that, as one of the chief instruments of greater 
production by methods that decrease cost, ad¬ 
vertising has helped to bring more things to 
more people at prices they can afford. Good 
advertising, said Mr. Bruce, should tell the 
reader—the potential customer — what the 
product or service does for him or her rather 
than extol the producer or marketer. He then 
put an advertising slogan “quiz" to the audi¬ 
ence, to test their association of slogan and 
product—a good number scoring very well in 
this test. 

Summing up, the speaker said good adver¬ 
tising should get Attention, arouse Interest,

stimulate Desire, and result in Action. He 
also called attention to and asked for their 
interest in Eaton's “What's New" TV fashion 
show Monday nights. (Very good show, Mr. 
Bruce!)
